Public gardens are not, so famous in this side of the world, yet here 
and there they are to be found. In Halifax, Nova Scotia, is one of the fin- 
i st and most beautiful on the American continent. No visitor to th a t city 
should leave without visiting it. 
One thing that so impressed mc, upon my visit' to th a t wonder of all 
natural spots, Peggy's Cove, upon the south shore of Nova Scotia, was 
that each little home had its own small garden. O ut there upon th e huge 
rocky formations, are always to be seen lovely gardens about each simple 
home—the earth often having been brought from miles away. Long, cold 
winters, and tho blasts of raging seas, never have discouraged those brave 
and beauty-loving people, who each year, plant about their homes a little 
touch of Heaven itself.
